sence at that place. I have also received informa- 
uon from one scarce that the advancing colamns 
bad halted at lAon and Epernay, but from another 
quarter 1 have been informed that the German army 
is suu on the march, and is accompanied by a large 
train of siege gtms. At last acooonts, wtUcU are 
conflrmatory of previous reports, their advance had 
reached Soissons, eighteen miles southwest of Laon 
And slzty-flve miles northeast of Paris. 
As the Pmsstans advance and the French retire 
the French engineers are destroying the tunnels on 
the railroad lines ronning east of Paris. 
BBTKKAT OV VINOT’S FBBNCH COBrS-THK MEN MU­ 
TINOUS. 
Tlie corps commanded by General Vlnoy, which 
-was organized »t Paris and started a few days be­ 
fore the disaster at Sedan to reinforce Marshal 
MacMahon, did not reach that general’s army, as 
was reported. It nanibers suuie 60,ooo men t>f all 
arms of the service, and hod it been witn MacMahon 
might have prcvenUd the turning of the French 
Tight wing. 
On learning of the terrible defeat of the ITench 
and their capitulation, which IntelUgeuce was 
brought by fugitives from the battle Held and by 
telegram from MezJeres, General Vlnoy ordered a 
• xeireat, wlucU was at ohce commenced. The corns 
('was Closely followed on Its maich to Laon by the 
German Uhlans, it is even rumored that the troops 
were so hard pressed that Vlnoy was compelled to 
halt and give battle, the result of which was that he 
was defeated. 1 have received no conflrraatlon of 
this rumor, and merely give it as an item of intelli­ 
gence.

Arrived at Laon General Vlnoy found a large 
n% mlier of trains awaiting him. Upon these he at 
oni •« embarked the corps, which by tlUs time nnra- 
bert'd between thirty and forty thousand men. 
They occupied ihirty-eight trains, of which eleven 
wero'idiled with cavalry, thirteen with aitlllery and 
lourt86.n with infantry. The whole force began ar- 
tlving iMslhls city at four o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon a n d . continued to arrive during the enure 
night. The\l“e“ were enthusiastically received by 
tbn oiUzens. 
J regret w reDurt that to-dav

Grown Princes of Pmssla and of Saxony moved 
almost before the terms of capltniatlbn were signed, 
and, although not positively annonnced, we. may 
take It for granted that tne commands of Prince 
Charles and Steinmeui are also among those placed 
sn route. 
In addition to these a new German army appears 
on a more southerly paraUcl moving on the capital. 


The advance of these armies la reported this morn­ 
ing at Buisson and at Epernay, and previous reports 
showed other bodies of troops at St. QuenUn, Laon 
and Neufcbateau. The latter are tne new troops 
which crossed recenUy at Mnlhaosen, and comprise 
the extreme left. They are probably by this time 
approaching Arela on the Aube, the valley of which 


they win doubtless follow up by way of Melnn 
to the city. The troops at Epernay will follow Uie 
river Marne, those at Soissons will come in on the 
lino of the railway to St. Denis, and those at St. 
Quentin will continue on the line of the river Oise. 
It will be seen that the advancing armies form a 
huge ellipse, extending from St. Quentin on the 


north to Arcls on the sonth, which will contract as 
It approaches Paris, probably extending only from 
S t Denis to Meiun, and, of course, strengthen­ 
ing as it contracts. The nearest point at which the 
Prussians are reported —Soissons—Is slxty-flve miles 
distant from the capital. 
A forced march is rarely 
faster than twenty miles a day, so that, aUowiug 


that rale of speed for the advance of the enemy, 
we may expect to hear of at least one of iheir cob 
limns denloylng before the bastions about St. Deni* 
by Sunday next.

MILITARY rnSPARATIONS IN PAKIS. 
Immeuse defensive exertions are still makmg 
here. The force in the city before the disaster at 
Sedan la being auamenied by the arrival of tbo 
army, which continues to retire before the Prussian 
advance. There seems to be but one patriotic senti­ 
ment among the people—the defence of the nation. 
Organization is procoediag quietly aud rapidly. 
General Trochu reiterates bis statement that Paris 
Is safe. 
TROOPS ARRlVINO IN PARIS. 
Trains are arriving here hourly witn artillery, 
cavalry and infantry from the front. The rolling 
stock of the Northern ami other railroads will be 
despatched immediately to the eastward to bring 
back other troops. 
A largo force of cavalry, which managed to es­ 
cape from Sedan, reached Paris this morning. 
The avenues of the Grande Arraee and De Impe- 
ratrlce and Bols de Boulogne are aU a vast camp, 
flUed with soldiers. 


th e PAB18 MUNICIFAI. OUABD BBADT TO FIOHT. 
A report having been circulated to the effect that 
the Municipal Guard of Parts was averse to defend­ 
ing the city, the offlcers and men composing it have 
published a card declaring that they are ready to 
and will flght to the last. 
DISOBGANIZATION. 
The offlcers of the Garde Mobile are resigning In 
large numbers.

It was said that the Mulbouse National Gnard had 
Buccessfully resisted the Germans in their attempt 
to cross the Rhine near that place, but the statement 
is denied. 
THE BOMRARDMBNT OP MONTMEDY ENDED. 
The bombardment of Montmedy ceased yesterday, 
and It is generally believed that the besieging force 
of Prussians bas been withdrawn. 
WHEBEABOUTS OF REMNANTS OF M’HAHON’S FORCES. 
I have received informauon that l,200 men of 
MacMahon’s army escaped to the fortress of Mczleres 
and are now there. Mczleres Is, it Is stated, In per­ 
fect preparation for defence.

Lon d o n. Sept. 7,18-/ o. 
A special correspondent of the H e r a l d , writing 
under date of the 6th Inst., from the headquarters 
of the German forces besieging Strasbourg, gives the 
following account of the operations:— 
I received a letter of Introduction from a mutual 
friend to Baroif Von Broecklin, wnicli insured me 
not only hospitality of the true Arab type, but the 
means of commnnlcatlng tbe Incidents of tne eiege 
to the readers of the H e r a l d . 
Immclately upon 
my arrtvel the first thing I did was to ascend to the 
top of the brewery, now tbe headquarters of tbe 
hospital service. Here I was enabled to examine 
tbe doomed city at a distance of some two hundred 
yards. 
My host, Baron Von Broecklin, explained to me the 
real plan which has ilins far ooutrolled operations. 
The first order Issued was to Invest the place In such 
a manner that no snpplles In considerable quantities 
could enter, and to prevent communication between 
tbe city and the outside world. These measures 
were promptly and successfully taken, and were 
added to by a not too destructive bombardr.ient, 
which it was hoped woild hgvo the effect of com­ 
pelling a capitulation of the garrison. 
This moral pressure utterly failed. The Governor 
of Strasbourg remained hostile and defiant and en­ 
deavored to strengthen his position. Orders were 
then Issued for the bringing up of tho siege force, 
which at once commenced operations. A tlilrd par­ 
allel was soon completed and the heavy gnus 
mounted opened fire. 
What destruction ensued! The avenues of the 
city were soon filled with d<^brls, as If a hurricane 
had passed over the place. The Cathedral and pub­ 
lic buildings were partially destroyed and magnifi­ 
cent houses were made ruins. 
Strewing the streets were the dead and dying. 
One shell burst in tbe ml 1st of a sclioolruom full of 
children, killing seven little girls. 
In the two most advanced batteries the artillery 
offlcers assigned to the duty of directing the firing 
were constantly heard exclaiming, “Twenty yards 
more of elevation to the right. There, now, that will 
do. First rate!” This last sentence was uttered 
after the gun nad been flred, and the clouds or yellow 
smoke clearing away proved, indce<l. tnat the firing 
was “first rate.” 
The suburbs have suffered fearfnlly, entailing rnln 
to the l.ihabltants. Whole parishes have fled, losing 
everytliing. 
To prevent the recurrence of disorders which have 
occurred the following order has been issued by ihe 
general commandiag the German forces:— 
In buildings deserted by the Inhabitants Slsonlers 
of a most rmliauly character have occurred which 
cannot fail to reflect gravely upon the discipline and 
honor of the troops. It is expected that ufflccrs will 
take the most energetic measures to prevent the re­ 
currence of such disorders, aud that they will have 
sucli localities strictly watched and permit no one to 
enter, still less to plunder. Should resistance he en­ 
countered In carrying out these measures tbe ut­ 
most severity must be iniiicted upon such brutal ruf­ 
fians. They must be shot down on tbe spot. 
Accompanying this order is a command to turn 
overto thejndgmcnts of courts martial all soldiers 
convicted of extortion aud for offlcers to compel 
their men to observe the strictest discipline. 
Before long I expect to send you an account of the 
triumphal entry of the German forces into Stras­ 
bourg, as there is no possible chance of a successful 
resistance.

AS General Doiiay, who commanUod tho 
French at that most uuforiunaie affair, was silting 
down 10 breakfast on the morning of tho 4th, a 
young oiiicer, who had pushed up from the rear to 
)in his corps, saw on the road Imitcalions which led 
im to believe that not a mere rrn.sslaii division, 
but a whole corps d'anuec was opposed lo them.

Brave to the fault (a very great one vvith a soldier) 
of despisiug the enemy. Had General Douay acted 
os nine hundred and iilnci.v-nine out of every thou­ 
sand German, American or F.uglish generals would 
have done—had he. In lact, done his simple duty— 
he would have ahcerlaUied before he moved and 
while there was yet time that the enemy was far too 
siiong for him. He would then have beeu able to 
retire towards llagueiiau, from which MacMahon 
was advaiiciBg. aud the two together would have 
liecn able the next day to have given a better ac­ 
count of tho enemy at Wocrth. 
The second anecdote which 1 will give you relates 
to the spy system In tho Prnssiaii army. Von will 
hardly b e lie v e that at the Hotel ae I'Eun.pe, nt Metz, 
the hotel where all the generals and chlol ofllcers 
meet U» diue. and where muny, If uot all the consnt- 
tattons respecting the army headquarters were held, 
the chief waiter was a major In the Prussiau army. 
This was only discovered after the recent defeats of 
the French army. And it was then renieraborcd 
how this pretended waiter n.-ed to attach himself

behaved when there. They were detested, and no 
people can hate au army more than all classes lu 
Aksacc, without any exception, hate the Prussians. 
The affair I wrote to yon at the time, respeotlug 
the six old men and the Catholic priest who were 
shot at Oueinstem In cold blood, waa one of the 
mo.st Infamous mutdors that history has ever re­ 
corded.

Wo AT Does It Mean ?—Mr. Schuyler Col­ 
fax has announced his purpose to retire from 
public life upon the expiration of his present 
term of olBce. This is all gammon, of course ; 
but what does it mean ? What kind of gam­ 
mon is it exactly ? Andrew Johnson also an­ 
nounced early in his term of office that he 
would retire to the obscurity of Tennessee 
when his time was out, and tried with all his 
might net to keep his word. He put that 
little point to windward to provide against any 
disappointment in future aspirations. Is that 
what Coifax means ? Lincoln also made the 
same announcement, apparently to have active 
opponents count without him In their opera- 
tioiis. Is this the point with Colfax? He 
oertainly cannot stand for the Presidency for 
the next term. Grant leaves no opportunity; 
and It may bs that Colfax believes that four 
years of retirement would give him a good 
ftratsglo position when the Presldenov Is die- 
ooModlal87» 


The lam eadlag Slos« of Piu-lx-WHI i 
W ar be Piuhed te the Bitter Bndf 
The news from Europe which we publish 
this morning, though not indicating very 
clearly or definitely the course which events 
there are about to take, still contains elements 
ofa very important character. The Prussian 
army Is marching upon Paris, and nothing 
appears to be dona, either through military or 
diplomatic means, to check the advance. The 
authorities of Paris are, on their part, prepar­ 
ing to oppose a determined resistance to the 
enemy. General Trocbu appears to bo the 
leader on whom the hopes of the country rest, 
and he has already had some difficulty with 
the newly constituted authorities, but for so far 
has been able to carry his point General 
Vinoy’s corps of thirty thousand men is 
reported to have escaped the Prussians and 
reached Paris in safety. Strasbourg and Mets 
still hold out against the Prussians, but the 
usual predictions of their immediate surrender 
are Indulged In, 
So much for the military side of the 
tion. As to the diplomatic side there is evea 
still loss to be said. If Jules Favre, the Presi­ 
dent of the new provisional government, has 
sought an interview with the King of Prussia, 
as was announced yesterday, we have not, 
at the present moment, any information as to 
what took place. We are informed, however, 
in our Loudon special despatches, that the 
English government, in oopjunction with 
other neutral Powers, is about to make 
an earnest appeal to Prussia to conclude 
peace on the basis of the following proposi­ 
tions;— 
1.—French territory to bo held inviolate. 
2.—Franco to pay to Germany the exiMJuscs of the 
war.3.—A genera’ dtearmamont of Prance. 
«.—The desiruoUou of ail the ioru m Alsace and 
Lorraine. 
Our corres]K>nd3nt intimates that these terms 
are acceptable to the French republic; but no 
such opinion can be predicated of the King of 
Prussia and bis great counoillor. Count Bis­ 
marck. On the contrary, we are informed that 
Prussia repels the idea of intervention on the 
part of outside Powers, and will be satisfied 
with nothing less than the annexation of the 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. She pro­ 
poses, evidently, to dictate her own terms after 
she has gained possession of the capital, and is 
not inclined to listen to any overtures of peace 
and reconciliation until Paris is in her hands. 
But if we are to place reliance in the judgment 
and skill of General Trocha that event is not so 
close at hand; for be asserts oonfldently that 
Paris is safe. Meantime the recognition of the 
provisional republican government of France 
by our own government is about to be made, 
President Grant having already, as wo are 
informed. Issued an order to that effect, and 
having gone on to Washington last night to 
forward Immediate official action on tho 
subject. 
These are all the important elements of the 
news received up to a late hour last night. We 
pass over without commeut the unfavorable 
opinion volunteered by the Duke de Grammont, 
now a refugee in London, as to the new pro­ 
visional government of Prance, and the medley 
of aUtements telegraphed from Paris on the 
same subject. Enough to say that the repub­ 
lic has been proclaimed In France, that that 
proclamation has been solemnly and seriously 
endorsed by the whole French people, and that 
a repubilcau form of govemme.ut there is now 
au accomplished fact. 
The great question of the hour is. wiU the 
King of Prussia accept propositions of peace 
00 behalf of the French republic, or will be 
persist in bis resolution of marching upon and 
invosting Paris and snbjectlng that splendid 
capital to all the horrors of a siege ? We think 
that, for the sake of the peace of Europe, he 
ought to be satisfied with the wonderful suc­ 
cess be has already obtained, and ought to 
accept the offer for disbanding the French 
army—which is the best guarantee of peace 
that can be given—and withdraw bis victorions 
armies from the soil of France. History would 
accord to him and his people more glory for 
that generous and magnanimous policy than 
even for the marvellous military skill by 
which their campaign was conducted. 
But if the King of Prussia should refuse to 
listen to peace overtures and insist on dictat­ 
ing terms from the Tuileries he may find that 
the war has only really begun, and that his 
own crown and dynasty, as well as those of 
all the potentates of Europe, are endangered 
by its continuance. Tho French people are 
not going to let their capital fall into the hands 
of the enemy without tho most desperate 
efforts to save it. Paris is prepared to stand 
a siege. Her fortifioalions are strong enough 
to bold in check for an indefluite period all the 
armies that Prussia can burl against them. 
The very name of republic has a talismanio 
influence, and the example of B'rance may 
commnnloate Itoelf to Germany, Italy, Spain 
and, perhaps, to Great Britain, until, the 
people rifliug everywhere and proclaiming 
their right to self-government, all thrones may 
share the^frt^ Nagoleon’s._ 
The kTng of Pmssia must recognize that thé 
original cause of war has disappeared with the 
fall of the Emperor and that the establishment 
of a repnblto in France has changed the whole 
aspect of the question. At first the 
sympathies of the people of the United 
States were. It must be admitted, strongly 
In favor of Germany and its unification. 
They saw that the war was nndertakon by the 
FVencb Emperor most causelessly, with the 
purpose of checking the progress of the German 
States towards a union in one government and 
of seizing portions of the German territory; 
and therefore they hailed with delight the 
news of German victories. But now the posi­ 
tion Is changed. 
The French people, 
resuming control of their own destinies, 
disown the ambitions pretensions of their late 
ruler, and offer to disband their armies and 
to live henceforth In peace and good fellow­ 
ship with their German neighbors. 
What 
moro ought the German» to demand, except it 
may be the dismantling of Strasbourg and 
some others of the forUfied places on their 
frontier as a material guarantee that they shall 
not to subjected to another invasion from 
France ? The sympathies of the people of the 
United States are now very decidedly with the 
French people, not only because tho latter 
have been sufficiently punished and humbled 
for the fanlt of their late ruler, but because 
the American republic was aided in it» own 
early straggle by the government and people 
of France, and because the French people 
now plaoe themselves upon the great principle 


of popular government on which our own 
greatness has been built up. 
And we may say, in this connection, that 
President Grant ooulJ not perform an act that 
would be more agreeable to the whole Ameri­ 
can people or more opportune than the issuing 
of the order to which we have referred, 
iostriicting Minister Washburne to recognize 
officially the provisional republican govern­ 
ment of Franco. That is duo to the past and 
to the present. 
The fact is that King William and Count 
Bismarck have done more for republicanism 
than all the ranting fanatics like Kossuth, 
Garibaldi, Mazziui and Victor Hugo could 
ever achieve. They have relieved the French 
people from the Incubus of the Bonaparte 
dynasty, which might otherwise have weighed 
them down and stifled their aspirations for 
republican institutions indefinitely. 
The 
Prussians have, therefore, in that sense been 
the benefactors of France, as well as of the 
other nations which, following the example, 
may overthrow royal dynasties and substitute 
for them the great principle of popular govern- 
it. Better far for the King of Prussia and 
all other advocates of the divine right of 
kings If the old and feeble Emperor of the 
French had been allowed to continuo his rule 
over France and to die iu the imperial purple ; 
for, after all, Napoleon was the frieud of peace 
and order, and bis famous declaration after 
the coup détat of December 2. 1851, that the 
empire was peace— 
Empire c’ett lapaix"— 
was meant to be sincere. The same desire to 
prevent a needless sacrifice of life governed 
him in determining on the surrender at Sedan. 
But thus it is that Providence, in the acoom- 
pUshment of great results, often makes use of 
means apparently the most opposite and impro­ 
bable ; and If the issue of tho present war is to 
be the establishment of the Freuch republic, 
to be followed in time by the creation of the 
United States of Europe, the world will be in­ 
debted for the blessing to the two greatest 
enemies of republicanism—the Empcroi- of 
the French and the King of Prussia. 


Tfae W n r R ltiin tio u —T h e A d v a a o e o n P n rin . 
The despatches this morning announce the 
continued advance of the victorious Prussians 
on Paris and the hurried preparations for de­ 
fence within the fortifications of the city. The 
Germans advance by forced marches, evi­ 
dently iutent on attacking while the new gov­ 
ernment is in the confusion of organization. 
Inside tho city, however, the new government 
appears to have more method and more hearty 
support than the old. While there may have 
been a suspicion of lukewarmness on 
the part of the 
Fronoh people in 
the war 
for 
the 
porpetuaUon 
of 
the Napoloonio dynasty, there b 
no 
doubt of their strong earnestness in the 
war for the defence of the republic. Three 
heavy columns of Germans oomprbe the 
advance—one ou the Oise, one on the Marne 
and the other on the Aube. The oeutre b at 
Epemay, the right centre at Soissons, the 
right at some point on the Oise south of St. 
Quentin, and the left b at some point on the 
Aube. 
These columns when deployed In 
front of the city will probably extend from the 
Seine on the north to the Marne on the south­ 
east, where they will confrout the heavy 
works of Aubervinters, Do Nolssy, De Bosny 
and De Nogent, immense detached fortresses 
which they wiU have to take before they 
can come within range of the Inner works. 
With the French enthusiasm excited by the 
declaration of a republic, a resolute and deter­ 
mined defence will be made in these fortresses 
and in the inner lines, and Von Moltke and the 
Crown Princo will find more difficult work 
than they encountered at Sedan. The defence 
of Strasbourg, a city almost foreign to France, 
may servo as a fair criterion of what the de­ 
fence of the capital will be. But it b to be 
hoped yet, the Napoleonic dynasty being 
overthrown, that the Prussian king will recog­ 
nize the fact that the enemy that be came to 
fight exista no longer, and that sweet peace 
will hover over tho whole face of France before 
Ihe disastrous siege commences. 


P russia’s Diffioultt.—Why has Prussia 
won? Because all Germany in this struggle is 
a unit. Will this unity continue ? It will be well 
if it does. It ought not to be forgotten, however, 
that the German peoples have many things to do 
and not a few things to settle before the Father­ 
land, away from pressure, is an absolute 
uult. Do the German peoples see the ques­ 
tion properly? How do tho kings and the 
grand dukes feel ? If, as the result of this 
war, Bavaria and Wurtemburg and Baden and 
Hesse do not join the Northern Confedera­ 
tion and emphatically endorse the empire, 
France, backed by the whole force of the 
South, may take terrible revenge. Germany 
has done well, because Germany has acted 
as a unit. It will be well for Germany, 
and, as we think, well for the world, if the 
German people fully comprehend the secret 
of their success. There b great need for 
hurrying up. Bbmarpk^and^ 
Óáóhüt live forever. A word to the wise. 
The Brawlers and Misohibp Makers.— 
Garibaldi, Mazziui aud all that crew who 
for twenty years past have been trying to 
establish a republic In France, a republic 
ia Italy, a republic la Spain, a republic 
everywhere that their noisy agitation could 
reach, or their assasaiaatlon plots could supply 
a bombshell, must bo utterly cmfounded by 
the events of the last few weeks. The King of 
Prussia has done more for republicanism in a 
mouth than these spouters have done in twenty 
years. Their game for the establishment of a 
red republic, democratique et eociale, is not 
likely to win. The French people incline to a 
moderate form of the republican article, which 
they will accept soberly. There will be no 
“goddess of reason," no “reign of terror” this 
time, If we can judge from the indications in 
Paris. 
Tue Mormon Ootraoes.—Wo have re­ 
ferred before to tho reported outrages which 
the Mormons have recently been guilty of 
towards Gentiles and apostate Mormons. The 
details are published this moralog in another 
column, and fully confirm tho story as it first 
came by telegraph. A conflict seems threat­ 
ening between the United States and the Moi^ 
mon anthoritio», and if it actually comes there 
b no question as to the way in which It will 
result The leaders in the Church seem to 
have lost all idea of policy as well as of equity. 
A war b what their enemies in Congress most 
wbh and what thov can least afford. 


Recognition of ilio Fronoh lr«*publlo h y 
«loneral Urnnt. 
President Grant sent an order from Long 
Branch to the State Department in Washing­ 
ton yesterday to recognize the new French re­ 
public. Tbat tho order might be promptly 
carried out he proceeded to Washington bim- 
Boir in the evoaiag. We may expect tbat our 
Minister in Paris will, therefore, be instructed 
to recognize at once the republic which the 
will of the French people has raised upon the 
ruins of the Bonaparte dynasty. This action 
of General Grant will be popular with all 
classes, and only confirms the idea that be has 
been watching the progress of events in 
Europe with calmness and deliberation. The 
recognition of the republican government In 
France may give a new complexion to the war 
if it should be continued. 
In the present state of Europe the French 
republic Is more than all else to Americans. 
Our people gave their oheers to tho Gormans 
in so far as they were right—In so far as they 
were striking against a tyranny. They ex­ 
tended an overflowing sympathy to the Ger­ 
mans here In their rejoicings over the vic­ 
tories of the armies of the Fatherland, 
because all felt that these victories of an 
honest, earnest, liberty-loving people tended 
to oast down a throne tbat was founded in 
oppression; to destroy a government tbat bad 
repressed the liberty of Europe, retarded the 
progress of ail the peoples wiUiiu the sphere 
of Its influence and utterly demoralized Franco. 
To throw down such a throne was to propa­ 
gate American ideas. Moreover, our people 
bad a special quarrel with this last ruler of 
France, and saw bis trouble with a satbfaction 
that remembered his Mexican enterprise —his 
impudent attempt to take advantage of what 
he supposed to be our r«in. For all these 
reasons tho vast majority of Amoricans hur­ 
rahed with our German citizens over all the 
victories of the German princes. 
But Americans also have their natural ten­ 
derness for France, and they distinguisb 
between France and the empire very clearly. 
For the empire they had no good will; for 
France herself, above all for a French republic, 
they can have no senUment but that of 
generous enthusiasm. This French republic 
is before us. So far as the war against Louis 
Napoleon went American sentiment and Ger­ 
man were one. Beyond that they part com­ 
pany. Wo can have no sympathy with a Ger­ 
man monarchy warring against a French 
republic. Our German fellow citizens, if they 
were truly in heart and soul citizens of this 
republic, would to-dav feel themselves nearer 
to tbat republic in Paris than to the semi-des­ 
potic Power that is in the field against it, and 
to escape from which Power many of them 
first came to this country. 
The American people will certainly approve 
the aoUon of tho President. The American 
republic should have been the first to extend 
a nand of friendly rooogoitlon to a stater re­ 
public just claiming its rights and awaiting 
the sympathy of all nations friendly to liberty 
and popular government. 


The Bepublicaii State ConTentlon*»NoBatna- 
tIon of General Woodford for GoTemor. 
The assembling of this body at Saratoga 
yesterday was an event which created a good 
deal of excitement. A vast crowd of out­ 
siders, from all parts of the State, somewhat 
embarrassed the delegates la obtaining seats. 
The proceedings wore organized, however, 
very peacefully, by the election of George W. 
Curtiss, of Richmond county, as temporary 
chairman. Curtiss being a good talker and 
bookmaker, of course made a neatly prepared 
speech, olalming for the republican party all 
the virtues which adorn humanity, and refer­ 
ring to the democrats as a party guilty of “the 
blackest crimes," and so forth. The organiza­ 
tion of the Convention was completed by the 
election of General Van Wyck as permanent 
chairman. 
Here the Fenton and Conkling inflnenoe 
came into play very preitily and very grace­ 
fully. Van Wyck is a Fentonian, but Roacoe 
Conkling was the man to propose him for per­ 
manent Chairman of the Convention. His 
election would have been first blood for 
Fenton, only that the sanguinary elements of 
the conflict were neatly expunged by the 
pacific motion of Conkling in favor of the 
enemy’s friend. At a late hour the nomina­ 
tions wore made, the candidates being Horace 
Greeley, proposed by James W. Husted, of 
Westchester, and seconded by General Merritt; 
General Stewart L. Woodford, of Kings 
county, and George W. Curtiss, of Richmond 
county. On the second formal vote General 
Woodford received 258 votes aud Horace 
Greeley 105. Woodford therefore received the 
nomination, tbas overlooking the services of 
the tried politician, Greeley, for that of the 
soldier, Woodford. 
Tho claims of Mr. Greeley upon bis party 
are undoubted. 
They have proved them­ 
selves ungrateful that they did not terder him 
fome return for his long services, even though 
it be but the empty honor of a nomination for 
an important office whiob^ 
by the vote of the peopleT Still it 
soothing to the feelings and the vanity of the 
philosopher (for some philosophers are weak 
enough to be vain) to find that bis friends la 
the party recognize, oven by a handsome vote 
tboijfh a minority one, the value of his long 
years of toil, and that they were willing to 
overlook his little peccadilloes, his wanderings 
after strange gods now and then, his occasional 
vagaries and phantasies, which were all in­ 
nocent in their way and did no harm 
to anybody. But, in truth, Ihore is no 
better representative of the republican party 
in the State to-day than Horace Greeley; there 
has been no more earnest worker in the cause 
for a quarter of a century. Who has so per­ 
sistently stood by the party from its birth, 
and, indeed, who, we might say, ante-dated 
its birth in agitating the ideas upon which the 
republican party was formed—who so labori- 
onsly as Mr. Greeley? The Republican State 
Convention, then, could have done no act so just 
as the nomination of Horace Greeley for Gov­ 
ernor. But it appears they failed to see It. 
If he was defeated at the polls, as he was sure 
to be. It would be some consolation to him to 
know that he was beaten by the most popular 
man In the State, John T. Hoffman, and by a 
majority of about seventy thousand of his 
fellow citizens. Tbat honor now, howover, is 
reserved, by the act of the Convention, for 
a man who baa d»AA Uttle service to th« 
Dartv.

The Empress Eugrfnie, but yesterday the 
most brilliant, the most powerful, the moat 
envied and apparently the happiest woman in 
all Christendom—“the glass of fashion and 
the mould of form"—tho Empress of modem 
society and the onosea goddess of the gay 
world in both hemispheres, is to-day crownless 
and houseless-a fugitive and an exile in a 
foreign land. Her departure from the Tuile- 
rles and from France was a flight as from the 
wild popular vengeance of another Reign of 
Terror, and doubtless in crossing the Belgian 
frooUer she thought less of her imperial splen­ 
dors swept away than of her personal safety 
secured. She was In no danger; she might 
have retired with deliberation and dignity; 
but in the midst of that fearful commotion in 
Paris how was she to know it? Twenty-two 
years before King Louis Philippe fled as pre­ 
cipitately in his pea jacket from the ominous 
tumult of a French revolution, because be knew 
not that the horrible ferocities of tho first 
French revolutionary convulsion bad passed 
away—that the masses of the French people, 
through that hideous carnival of crime, had 
risen from the revenges of barbarism to the 
respousibilitles of civilization. 
Yet Is hard to believe that Bugénle was not 
In some degree prepared for this sudden col­ 
lapse of the Napoleonic empire and dynasty. 
She has been too active and too ambitious as 
a politician in the affairs of the empire, and 
too familiar with the reasons of Napoleon for i 
every scheme of his, in hta internal policy and 
In diplomacy or war, not to know the dangers 
that encompassed him. Yet she was, doubt­ 
less, deceived by the delusions of the pte- 
biaeite, and satisfied that, from the glory of 
this war with Prussia, the empire would bo 
secured for her son, as its absolute despotism 
had been secured for her husband, by the will 
of the French people. How could she believe 
that the French people, in ratifying the empire 
over and over again, had spoken under the 
pressure of ao imperial army, and tbat with 
this army removed they would speak for them­ 
selves without tho warning of a single day ? 
It is all over now, and, in the light of tho 
restored republic, it is only a matter of amaze­ 
ment that the shadowy empire of Louis Na­ 
poleon survived so long. For eighteen years, 
with the skill of a conjurer in bis domestic 
end foreign policy, he had managed to divert 
the public mind of Frauce from the outrages 
of bis usurpation to the glories and prosperity 
of hta government at home and abroad. But 
all this time, as we can now see, the French 
people have only snbmitted to the empire as a 
ohoioe of evita, and that they have been im­ 
patiently awaiting their opportunity to replace 
the republic which he (Napoleon) betrayed 
and set aside, but wbioh he had failed to ex­ 
tinguish. 
It may be that la the glitter and splendors 
of her imperial court, and with emperors, 
kings and queens dancing attendance upon 
her, Eugénie realty believed the republic 
dead, the Bourbons a mere tradition, and the 
empire needing only the glory of the reotifica- 
tlon of the Rhine frontier to make its trans- 
mtasion to her son a scene of popular acclama­ 
tion. But “how are the mighty fallen and the 
weapons of war perished I” We can hardly 
realize the stupendous eventj of the last six 
weeks, or that, among them, the Emperor 
Napoleon is a prisoner, bis Prince Imperial a 
wandering exile and his Empress a fugitive 
from a back door of the Tuileries, with only a 
single attendant, and anxloua only to escape 
with her life from the surging revolution 
aronnd her. We can hardly believe that this 
trembling fugitive is that magnificent Empress 
who but the other day was welcomed at 
Constantinople by the Sultan with a reception 
excelling In its Oriental splendors the royal 
Asiatic welcome of King Solomon to the 
Queen of Sheba. Gan it be true that this 
weeping exile on the Belgian frontier, plead­ 
ing for Information of her nnhappy husband 
and her poor sick boy, is the same person as 
tbat glorious Empress who in the grand East­ 
ern spectacle of the opening of the Suez Caual 
eclipsed in her radiant beauty the charms of 
the gorgeous Cleopatra in all her glory I Yes; 
tho glorious Empress whose presence In her 
imperial travels Inspired the admiration and 
wonder of Europe, Asia and Africa, and the 
melancholy wanderer In search of tho sick boy 
and his father, are one and the saofe person. 
It is only a change in the character she ia 
called.to play; and such are the ups and 
downs of crowns and dynasties; and so it has 
been from the beginning, and will be to tho 
end.But the ferocious barbarism which paraded 
the beautiful Queen Zenobia in obains through 
the streets of Rome, which brought the bead 
of the beauteous Queen of Scots to the block, 
and the fair, accomplished and courageous 
Marie Antoinette to the gullloUae, we may 
hope has ceased to be, or will no more be 
permitted in popular or royal revenges upon 
defeated kings and queens. The exiled Em­ 
press Eugénie and her husband and son 
have still before them a fair prospect of the 
aulet^ 
Phliippe'and hta sensible famífyr Or Bugéñíe 
may perchance now find some melancholy 
consolation in sympathetic communion with 
Queen Isabella, or la telling the story of her 
sorrows to the still more unfortunate Empress, 
“poor Carlotta.” Nay, the Qiioen of England, 
untroubled by fears of revolution, is un- 
bappier, perhaps, even to-day over the un­ 
timely loss of her husband than ta the gay, 
brilliant and ambitious Eugénie over the loss 
of the French empire. The imperial family, 
no doubt, as soon as permitted to make their 
own arrangements, will settle in England; for 
where, on the Continent, save in Switzerland, 
can they hope now to rest in peace? They, 
too, have proved the uncertainty of the highest 
earthly glories. “Vanity of vaniües, saith the 
preacher, all ta vanity. ”_________ 
Ovation to the Rbdb.—Victor Hugo, 
Louis Blanc, Ledru RoUin and Cerruschi, the 
Italian banker, have returned to Paris. A 
popular ovation was offered to Victor Hugo ; 
but it ta said both he and the other returned 
radicals have Intimated that for the present 
they will abstain from active participation in 
the movement Inangurated by the establish­ 
ment of the new repubUc. This ta certainly a 
wise and commendable resolution, for per- 
sonal, ambiUons and partisan Ideas should now 
be silenced In view of the paramomat duty of 
all Frenchmen to defend their native soil 
against the invading PrasMan hosts.

This was a question which people asked 
yesterday oonoeming the reoognltion of th< 
French republic. General Grant has an­ 
swered it by reoognlzing the provisional gov­ 
ernment of France officially and pnmiptly last 
evening. 
There never was any serious 
difficulty ia the way of our govemmoni 
at Washington reoognlzlog the Frcuoh re­ 
public, or the provisional government which 
just now represents the republic. 
When 
Queen Isabella was driven from Spain, a 
short Ume ago, and a provisional government 
was formed In Madrid, our authorities at 
Washington hastened to recognize the new 
Spanish government. The right of Prim and 
Serrano to cousUtute a now form of govern­ 
ment was not disputed. If anybody had 
said 
that 
this action on our part 
was premature at that m'lment he would 
have been considered rash. But our govnrn- 
ment admitted the chango of power at once 
from the Queen te the people. So also in 
1848, when tho French republic of Lamartine, 
Ledru Rollin, Victor Hugo, Louis Blanc and 
O’DUlou Barrot and the others who formed ths 
first provisional government, was proolaimed, 
the United States eagerly reoognizod the new 
democratic creation among the list of nations. 
With these preoedenta before us why should 
the government of the United States hesitate 
to acknowledge tho existence of the repnbllo 
in France to-day, which the Corps Légtalatif 
has proclaimed in Paris, with the consent of 
tho people, and which has been accepted in all 
the leading cities throughout France with per­ 
fect accord, which is a substantial ratification 
of the revolution ? 
Surely our government might be satisfied 
with the result of a popular revolution, calmly 
and seriously aooompUshed, without shedding 
a drop of blood—without the necessity of a 
political arrest—almost without the aid of a 
policeman—under circumstances, too, of ex­ 
asperation with the Bonaparte dynasty and 
the defeat of thoir arms, which might natu­ 
rally inflame the excitable passions of a pecu­ 
liarly effervescent people. 
In this light 
General Grant has regarded the question, and 
he has acted promptly and properly. 
(SpHiu and Italy—The OpportHiiity of the 
RopubIic.inN. 
The complete collapse of the French empire, 
contrary to all expectations, has opened up an 
opportnnity to the wandering repablioans of 
Europe, who, straniie to say, are ail or almost 
all southerners. Wo are not Ignorant of the 
fact that there are republicani la Germany ; 
but we do the repablioans of the North no 
iqjustioa when we say that the republioantam 
of Europe Is by very general consent asso­ 
ciated with regions south of the Rhine. We 
do not despair of the North. Germany must 
begin to feel that royal figureheads are 
unnecessary. A grand German confederation 
on a republican basis ta already more than a 
dream. And why should a. German ropablio 
not embraco Denmark and Sweden and 
Norway ? 
At the same time it ta not to be denied that 
the republican question In Europe Is more 
southern than northern. Italy and Spain 
more than Germany caught the oontaglon 
at tho oommoucemeut of this century. But 
for the first Bonaparte Italy and Spain as well 
as Franco would have been and might have 
remained republics. We all know how on 
every occasion that France has given signs of 
repnblioan life the neighboring peninsulas 
have more or less heartily responded. The 
strrnge thing is, tbat whUe both Italy and 
Spain have ever caught from France tho re­ 
publican contagion, France has always killed 
her own offspring. The year 1848 bade fair 
to givo us republics in Spain, in Italy, in 
Portugal, in Germany. The advent of Louis 
Napoleon to power did more than all other 
combined to make the republican effort 
of 1848 a failure. 
Bonapárttam is, for the pros eat, dead. 
France, for the present, ta republican. If 
France can make peace with King William 
we know no reason why the French republic 
should not be a success. If tho French repub­ 
lic makes at all a fair show, why should not 
Spain mako an end of Prim and ail his miser­ 
able temporizing? And why should not Mazzlnl 
and Garibaldi carry out their puiposeln Italy ^ 
A French republic, a Spanish republic, a Por­ 
tuguese republic, an Italian republic, do not 
any longer seem Impossibilities. 
A universal republic, a genuine European 
fhmiiy, does not seem to us to be an imme­ 
diate possibility, but we cannot deny tbat tho 
events of tho hour are eaoouraglng. It ta 
our confident belief that this war will open 
the eyes of all peoples, and that a mighty step 
has been made towards “the parliament of 
man, the federation of the world." W® look 
forarepubliolnltaly. We look for a repnb­ 
llo in Spain. A good beglnalng, and the 
result ta sure. 
Lookino A fter Small T hings.-The 
reported arrest of the Priuoess Mathllde and the 
detention of her luggage are on a par with the 
changing of^ the lumes of certain streets In 
i*arls^-^ ihr Instance, the conversion of the 
Avenue de I’lmpdratrice to the Avenue Victor 
Nolr, and tho throwing out of the portraits of 
the Emperor and the Empress from the win­ 
dows of the Hotel deVüle. All this sort of 
thing seems very mean. It ta looking after the 
smallest matters when the Germans are, as it 
were, at the very gates of Paris, and when the 
public mind should bo engrossed by infinitely 
more important considerations. 
The Fall of the Napoleonic dynasty seems 
likely to knock over a whole row of monarch­ 
ies, just as schoolboys tumble over rows of 
bricks, the first one knocking down all the 
rest. What a splendid working republican old

A Woman Dies wUli tsymptoms of Hydra- 
phobia and is Supposed 
to ID-ive Iteen 
I'olsonrd by Her Uuobau«l. 
iFrora the Boston News, Sent, 6.) 
Some weeks ago the wife of a resident of a quiet 
tow n in the immediure vicinity of boston was taken 
wek Budueniy, and alter an illness of less than three 
daya she died. During her lust hours her symptoms 
w ere of a very peculiar character, and her physician 
w as unable to name her mrludy. The sight of water 
threw her Into convulsions, and other sym ptom s ol 
hydrophobia were manifesled. 
During all ihis time her husband was with her, 
an d was apparently deeply afleciod by the sutfermgs 
of hht w lla He displayea ilie deepest emotion, and 
appeared quite uum anued at m e prospect of her 
death. 
Her funeral took place on the bundoy follow- 
lo f her death, and was attended by a large num ber 
of frlendH and relatives of the deceased. It was au- 
nonncod by the husband that the cause of her death 
w as disease of the liearL 
A lew days alter the funeral the relatives of the 
deceased, suspecting that all was not right, caused 
the remains lo be taken from the grave fur exam iiia- 
Uon by competent physicians. 'Hiay suspected that 
the husband h a a poisoned his wife. At the post­ 
mortem exam ination clots of blood w ere found In 
the Btoniach. An exam ination of the heart showed 
th at that organ was Intact, so that heart disease 
was not the cause of her death, as her husband had 
announced. 
These discoveries, conflrmtng In some m easure the 
suspicions of the IriCUds of tins deceased, they, by 
the advice of the exam ining pliyslciaus, cansed the 
■tomacb to be removed from ilie body and placed tn 
the hands of the proper authorities ior the anaiyza- 
tlon of Its contents. 
This being done the resnlt of the chemical analysis 
Is aw aited with niuoa anxiety, In the meantime 
gossip is busy, and untl.lugly hunts out every scrap 
of Intelligence, wheresoever concealed. 
I he conduct of the suspected m an has been strange 
and susplcloue for a long tlmo, and there is no doubt 
th a t this is another of tliose cases wherein a hus­ 
band becomes tired of bis wife, and seeks a new 
lace, abandoning the loved one of lus earlier days 
for the **8irauge wom an.” There u another woman 
In the case. This has caused much talk am ong the 
acquaintances of both parties, and the ill treated 
wife has laogulshed under Hie cruel neglect of him 
who bad promised' to love, cherish and protect. The 
poor woman had been lu poor health for many 
uoD ths prior to her death, and It Is not too mucli to 
■ay th at the conduct of her nusband had much to do 
w ith this state of alTalra. Ue would frcqueutly seud 
her word by a neighbor that his work in Boston was 
ao urgent as to ooiuand Ins preseuoo at nis place of 
business all night. It has since trausplred th at 
tills was only aa excuse to remain away from hi? 
wife for the piirpo.se of bestuwlDg his atfectlons 
elsewhere. Faithless as he was, she was still true 
to Dim, aud often expressed herself to her neighbors 
as being sorry th at her husband was obliged to work 
so hard. The light b gau to daw n upon her at last, 
aad she saw with uuwllllng eyes the mtldellty of 
him to whom she had been ever true. But she 
Binotherea her anguish aud “let concealm ent, like a 
worm In the bud,” feed upon her. The “strange 
w om an'’ who Is reported to be at the bottom of tiio 
Uoubte was at the luneral and has been seen wltn 
the widower on several occasions since. 
He said, soon alter his wife’s death, th at she was 
the lady of the house where he obtained his dinners 
when in Boston, and that she was to attend the 
funeral; but those who know the lady lo question 
say that sha was not present, and no one seems to 
know who the “strange woman” is. 
Uls wife’s 
■ister spoke ol having the medicines analyzed in 
order to see If any cine could be obtained to the 
oanse of the spasm s Just before death, but he said 
h e had throw n the m edicine away, thus destroying 
an y evidence th at m ight lie f iunU in that direction, 
but yet adding one m ure link to Hie chain of suspi- 
OlOQ. 
The wom an w as sick nearly three days, and no 
physician was called until within tw catw four hours 
of her death. During her last hours her brother was 
w ith her, and while she was thanking him for his 
kindness to her her husband approached, bu- she 
lepeiled him, saying, “ Oo aw ay from me; I don't 
w an t to see you; you have broken my heart.” At 
niidnlgiit, about a week after the funeral, this bro­ 
ther, Who had bean boarding m the same house, 
beard aomc of the rum ors detailed above, and rusli- 
iiig up to the room of his late sliker's husband palled 
him out of bed, charging him w ith m urdering his 
Fister. Tiie Interference a f the other tenants only 
tircvcnted a serions altercatloa.

Unusual excitem ent prersU s at p resent In thU 
city. It is the old etory of Mormon role versus Gen­ 
tile innoyatton and Gentile Innovation versus Mor­ 
mon rule. There Is an “Irrepresaible conflict” be­ 
tween the two styles of olvlllratlon. The Mormons 
m aintain an anom alous social system and a rigid 
theocratic rule which servee the eelflsh purpoM of 
the few and causes m isery to the m any. Tbe Gen­ 
tiles are opposed to a social system which they look 
upon as nothing lees than wom an degradation In 
the nam e of heaven, and to a political system which 
they claim to be eubversive to the genius of Ameri­ 
can freedom. 
There is a natural sntagontam be­ 
tween these opposite elements, and either side Is 
ever ready to m ake the moet of any circum stance 
that would answ er as a p retext to “ pitch Into” tbe 
other party. 
The Mormons boast th at this is the moet orderly 
city of Its size lo tbe United Slates. They assure you 
lu their sermons and In private conversation that 
While m urders, robberies and outrages of various 
kinds occur elsewhere, persons aud property are 
safe here am ong the saints. Boasting is a feature of 
the Mormon faith. The leading salute consider that 
"ham lUty Is a swindle” and believe in “ tho virtue of 
assum ption.” If other people do not pialse them 
they never fall to prawo themselves. In the la.st ser­ 
mon that Brigham Young preacned In the tabernacle 
he spoke la a very interesting m anner of the supe­ 
riority of the Mormons and their Institution ana the 
adm irable order ot their city. 
While Salt Lake is, 
generally speaking, a qnlet rural city, recent occur­ 
rences have shown th at persons and pi-oporty are 
not sate w ithin tho wall.s of this New Jerusalem , and 
that the trum pet of Zlon has been sounded fa r too 
londlr. It was on the very night before the prophet 
pictured the adm irable order th at “ reigns in tVar- 
saw ” that tbe Infamous outrage was perpetrated 
on Mr. and Mrs. Stcnhonse. They are apostate Mor­ 
mons. Fonr of the “ brefliern,” as their leader 
called them, fitly m asked, waylaid them at night and 
covered them w ith filth. Mr. Stenhouse was once a 
prom inent elder In the Orthodox Church, a zealous 
missionary and an ardent editorial defender of the 
faith; bnt he has committed the unpardonable sin of 
doubting Brigham Young’s infallibility and of think­ 
ing and acting for himself. Mrs. Stenhonao la one 
ot the m ost estimable ladles In Salt Lake City, Is of 
r oiirse natnrally opposed to polygamT and has a 
tborongh contem pt for tho "tom foolery” under the 
nam e of religion th at is practised In tbe Church, and 
of whlcn she has seen som nch. To a lady of her re­ 
finement of fooling the Insult to her was worse than 
death. Indeed, she begged the “ b rethem ” lo kill 
her rather th an Insult her In such a m anner.

'The im mediate cause of the excitem ent which has 
prevailed all day, and which Is running high to­ 
night, Is the destrnctlon of a Gentile’s liquor estab- 
llsUiiient by order of the city authorliles, and the 
com plications growing out of It. Paul Engclbrecht. 
a Germ an Gentile, has been for several years a resb 
dent of Salt Lake City. 
He has kept a first class 
wholesale and retail liquor establishm ent, and 
w ithin the last four years has paid the m 'lnlclpalliy 
$15,000 lor licenses. 
The city ortilnauce under 
which licenses are granted and flues Imposed fulla 
to fix any im llorm am ount, but leaves it optioual 
w ith the authorities what sum they will charge In 
each Individual cose. It Is clear ih at this law 
m ight be applied In one case to make the am ount so 
high as TO bo equivalent to a prohibition, while tn 
another It m ight bo merely noramal. Mr. Engelbreoht, 
lliidiug lately that the large am ounts he was coni- 
pelled to pay for licenses more than swallowed all 
Ids profits—lor tlio.-e are dull tim es here, flniin- 
clally—cam e to the conclusion that he would be 
legally Justified lu Helling any quantity, large or 
small, by tne measure, under a wholesale license.

The otilcer never rctnined, and 
thus Englebrecht has been lelt fur several weeks 
without any license.

THE AiüEEICAN INSTITUIE. 


O pening O re m o n ie a F esterd iiy —Hpeech by O r. 
I.orIns-> A O riu id D isp lay A nticipated. 
The thlrty-nlnili annual exnibltlon of tho Ameri­ 
can Institute was opened yesterday, at the Empire 
Rink, Third avenue and Slxty-tblrd streeL There 
was but a m otlerate attendance of vhdtors, and pub­ 
lic interest In the proceedings seemed to be very 
mildly enthustasilo. 
After a few rem arks from Mr. Horace Greeley, Dr. 
Loring, the orator of tho day. addressed such of tho 
visitors aa chose to assemble in front of the plat- 
form. His address w as extrem ely lengitiy, but was 
listened to with anparent atteiiC'on, though It rarely 
elicited applause. 
After a few introductory sen­ 
tences, be illustrated the present advauoed state 
of the arts by supposing 
w hat 
would 
have 
itecn the effect upon 
ancient 
history 
of 
the 
im provem ents that m odern genius had introduced 
tuto every departm ent or Industry. 
Let us sup­ 
pose, said he, that Cffisar’a arm ies had been sent 
by rail Into Gaul, and th at the Romau legions bad 
been clothed from the looms of Lisle and armed 
with Spencer rinos: let us suppose, further, th at a 
dally new spaper had been sent to every soldier In 
the arm y of Darius, or even th at Gove m or Bradford 
had telegraphed lo Governor Robiimoa the arrival 
of the Mayfiowor. 
Let us realize how these 
things would have changed the course of affairs, 
and we 
should 
realize 
also 
how much the 
modern mind had douo for the advancem ent and 
elevation of m ankind. Looking arouud at tne vast 
coUeollon of sklifnlly wrought fai>rics gathered 
together In the Institute, he called iiiion the audi­ 
ence to adm iro the ineutal conquests thus lepre- 
seuted, and to adm iro turtber the hcif al'iiegatlun 
and courage which sustauied uieu amid defeats and 
failures in these m aterial irlum plis as well us lu 
the snbltm er eOorts of genius. 'The slow recogni­ 
tion, the tardy reward, tbe suspenso aud anguish 
which attended ou geulus the world knew only too 
well; but the history of author’s struggles was en­ 
couraging 
When 
curopared 
with 
the 
injus­ 
tice 
and 
wrong 
wh¡oh 
inventors 
had 
had 
to 
patieuily 
endure. 
But In spite of 
these 
trials 
American 
industry had 
Htesdlly 
devel­ 
oped, 
and its rapid groiwh was ex'-ltlag the 
ádmii-auon of the entire civlllzed world. 
This 
growth hud never, however, been' accn.ateiy m ea­ 
sured or defined; indeed, statistics were powerless 
to do BO, owing to the yearly immense Increase of 
our producing population. It was this a douishlng 
increase ol energy and skill th at had secured oiir 
suocess in all our varions national trials during the 
last ten years. After reierilng to the glorious re­ 
cord or the war, Dr. Loriiig said that we coiiid never 
forget the untiring energy and unceasing skill which 
paved the great highway of our nal ion al reno ion. 
We begun the war, as It were, unarm cil; before it 
closed thousands of anvils rung In the construc- 
tion of all sort'i of ingenious weapons—repeating 
rlflcfl, 
rcvoivors 
ami 
every 
oiher 
a n a th at 
hum an ingenuity could invent. A single depart­ 
ment, thal ol General Sheridan, ompluyod more 
than fourteen thousand m echanics in constant ser­ 
vice. A llthiongli the war, indeed, it seemed only 
necessary to nam e a w aul and it was at once sup­ 
plied. Dr. Luring then quoted irom several English 
authorities to show th at American indusiri.il genius 
was far m ore active at the present time, and had 
been lor tho post twenty years, than that of any 
ol her civilized people. Aud this versatility of Lilent 
that when ono avenue of success waa ciosed turned 
to another, and waa never weary of tho search 
for proapertty, 
w hat 
an element 
of national 
strength It w as i Dr. Loring coutliiiiid to ex­ 
hibit at length the vast contract tiiai existed 
between the 
comllilon of 
Ainei-l'-am and Eu­ 
ropean labor 
and capital, 
and 
claimed

dear labor oorablned with Intelligence, and dear 
capital, too, hati proved themselves m ore iliau equal 
to cheap labor, ham pered by ignorance, even though

Scarcely any of the m achinery has yet been 
set up, and m any of the stalls, even o fth e less cum ­ 
brous ariloles for exhibition, are as yet uuarrauged, 
A few days, however, will doubtless do luucli to 
reduce the present chaos to som ething appioachiug 
order. 
A good band was in attendance all throngh the 
evening, and asuigiiicauie on the stream of visitors 
gratlually grew larger, and It became, as usual, a 
m atter of dlificuity to push one’s way through the 
crowds th at gathered louud Hie m ore intcicstlttg 
objects ou exhibltiou.

•n»e Mobiles ano the people am use themselves look­ 
ing at the album s and the Pnncc Im perial’s play­ 
things. They notice that tbe draperies of the w in­ 
dows are partly removed. The people write with 
chalk, “Death to thieves.” They respect property. 
The whole palace Is visited, bat uolbtug removed. 
UN THE BUL’LEVAHPS 
the crowd Is looking Inqutsitlvely about. 
A general 
appearance of JoyXulness prevails, for It is known 
the republic is a lact. 
Men wtih ladders, banners, 
and crowbars proceeded to knock the Imperial arm s 
and 
insignia from shop fronts, 
shutters, sign 
boards, and others with white paint danb over 
everything Imperial. Some spit on bla effigy. 
Loud

THE PROCESSION

The despatches state that the 


bombardment of Montmcdy lias ceased, and that 
the Prussian forces operating against it have moved 
towards Paris, so that we may assume that all the 
troops engaged In the battles about Sedan have 
moved immediately towards the capital. The 


Crown Princes or Prussia and of Saxony moved 
almost before the terms of capitulation were signed, 
ana, although not positively announced, we may 
take It for granted that the commands of Prmce 
Charles and Stemmctz are also among those placed 
en. route.

The Prussian army Is advancing witn great ra- 


pidity upon this city. At eight o'clocK last evening 
the Prefect of Laon telegraphed to tlie government 
tbat no force of the enemy had appeared there, bat 
to-day positive news has been received of their pre- 
sence at that place. I have also received Informa- 
tion from one source that the advancing columns 
bad halted at Laon and Epernay, but from another 
quarter I have been informed that the German army 
is still ou the march, and is accompanied by a largo 
train of elego guns. At last accounts, which are 
confirmatory of previous reports, their advance bad 
reached Soissons, eighteen miles southwest of Laoa 
Mid sixty-five miles northeast of Paris. 


AB the Prussians advance and the French retire 


the French engineers are destroying the tunnels on 
the railroad lines running east of Paris. 
RETHEAT OF VTNOV'S FKENCH CORPS—TUB MEN MU- 


TINOUS. 


The corps commanded by General Vlnoy, which 


was organized at Paris and started a few days be- 
fore the disaster at Sedan to reinforce Marshal 
HacUahon, did not reach that general's army, as 
•was reported. It numbers some 30,000 men of all 
arms of the service, and had It been with HacUahon 
might have prevented tlie turning of the French 
right wing. 


On learning of the terrible defeat of the French* 


and their capitulation, which Intelligence \ras 
brought by fugitives from the battle field and by 
telegram from Hezleres, General Vlnoy ordered a 
retreat, which was at once commenced. The corns 
was cioscly followed on its march to Laon by the 
German Uhlans, it is even rumored that the troops 
were so hard pressed that Vino; was compelled to 
halt and give battle, the result of which was that he 
was defeated. I have received no confirmation of 
tills rumor, and merely giro It aa an item of Intelli- 
gence. 


Arrived at Laon General Vlnoy found a large 


number of trains awaiting him. Upon these he at 
once embarked the corps, which By this time num- 
bered between thirty and forty thousand men. 
They occupied thirty-eight trains, of which eleven 
were fllled with cavalry, thirteen with artillery and 
fourteen wlffi infantry. The whole force began ar- 
twog m thla city at four o'clock yesterday after- 
neon and continued to arrive daring the entire 
Aiglit. The men were enthusiastically received by 
tbe olUzena. 


J regret to report that to dav tbe men of Ibis corps 


nave Seen manifesting the most mutinous spirit. 
They are aishaarteni'a and disaffected, and declare 
that the forced marches they have been compelled 
to make have been worse than useless, In view of the 
treachery at Sedan wliicn resulted in the practical 
annihilation of fie flower of the French army. 


PRUSSIAN PLAN OF ATTACK ON PARIS. 


Tlie following, I ha\ e reason to believe, is the 


Prussian plan of attack on Paris — 


One German army will make an advance by Melun 


and Tontalnebleau to Versailles, while the army new 
advancing from Laon pushes on to fct Denis. This 
lattei lorcc will matte an attack on Montmartre, but 
the main atticK will be on the other side. The 
enemy, occupying Versailles and advancing by the 
wood to Mcudon, aud thence by Park d'Issy to the 
heights of Clamartt, will thiow up earthworks 
and plant batteries against Tort d'Issy j.iid open fire 
on Vaugirard. 


MILITARY PREPARATIONS IN PARIS. 


Immense defensive exertions are still making 


here. The force m the city before the disaster at 
Sedan is being augmented by the arrival or the 
army, which continues to retire before the Prussian 
advance, Ihero seems to be but one patriotic sent! 
ment among the people—Hie defence of the nation. 
Organization is proceeding quietly and rapidly.

is safe. 


TBOOPS ARRIVING IN PARIS. 


Trains are arriving here hourly witu artillery, 


cavalry and Infantry from the front. The rolling 
stock of the Northern an« other railroads will be 
despatched immediately to the eastward to bring 
back other troops. 


A large force of cavalry, which managed to es- 


cape from Sedan, reached Paris this morning. 


The avenues of the Grande Armee and De Impe-

THE PARIS MCNICIPAI. GUARD READY TO FIGHT. 
A report having been circulated to the effect that

BISOKOANIZATION. 


Tlie officers ot the Garde MoDUe are resigning in

A special correspondent of the HEKALD, writing 


under date of the 5th Inst, from the headquarters 
of the German forces besieging Strasbourg, gives the 
following account of the operations — 


I received a letter of Introduction from a Mutual 


friend to Baron Von BroecMin, which insured me 
not only hosplta'lty of the true Arab type, but tho 
means of communicating the incidents of the sieire 
to the readers of the HFRALD 
Immciately upon 


my arrivel the flrst thing I did was to ascend to the 
top of the brewery, now the headquarters of the 
hospital service. Here I was enabled to examine 
the doomed city at a distance of some two hundred 
yards. 


My host, Baron Von BcoeckUn, explained to me the 


real plan which has ihus far controlled operations. 
The flrst order issued was to invest the place in such 
a manner that no supplies in considerable quantities 
could enter, and to pi event communication between 
the city and the outside world. These measures 
were promptly and successfully tasen, and were 
added to by a not too destructive bombardment, 
which it was hoped woild nave the effect of com- 
pelling a capitulation of the garrison. 


This moral pressme utterly failed. Tne Governor 


of Strasbourg remained hostile and defiant and en- 
cieavored to strengthen his position. Ordeis were 
then issued for the bringing up of the siege force, 
wlilcb. at once commenced operations. A third par 
allel was soon completed and the heavy guns 
mounted opened Hie. 


What destruction ensued! The avenues of the 


city were soon filled with dfbris, as if a hurricane 
had passed over the place. The Cathedral and pnb- 
lic buildings were p<utially destroyed and magnifi- 
cent houses were made ruins. 


Strewing the streets were the dead and dying. 


One shell burst in the lal.lst of a sciiooucom full of 
children, killing seven little girls. 


In the two most advanced batteries the artillery 


officers assigned to the duty of dtiectmg rhe firing 
were constantly heard exclaiming, "Twenty yards 
more of elevation to the ngti t. There, now, that will 
do. First rate!" This last sentence was uttered 
after the gun had been fired, and the clouds or yellow 
smoke clearing away proved, mdeed, tnat the firing 
was "first rate." 


The suburbs have suffeiea fearfully, entailing ruin 


to the lahabitants. Whole parishes have fled, losing 
everything. 


To prevent the recurrence of disorders which have 


occurred the following order has been issued by the 
general commanding the German forces:— 


In buildings deserted by the inhabitants disorders 
of a most ruffianly character have occurred which 
cannot fall to reflect gravely upon the discipline aud 
honor of the troops. It is expected that officers will 
take the most energetic measures to prevent the re- 
currence of such disorders and that they will have 
such localities strictly watched and permit no one to 
enter, still less to plunder. Should resistance be en- 
countered In cariymg out these measures the ut- 
most severity must be inflicted upon such brutal ruf- 
fians. They most be shot down on the spot. 


Accompanying this order is a command to turn 


over to the judgments of courts martial all soldiers 
convicted of extortion and for officers to compel 
their men to observe the strictest discipline. 


Before long I expect to send you an account of the 


triumphal entry of the German forces Into Stras- 
bourg, ai tnere la no possible chance of a successful 
resistance.

late, wluctt was held Sunday evening, M. Thiers 
presided. A delegation of the members was com- 
missioned to proceed to the Hotel de Vale and pro- 
pose a legislative co operation with the government 
which nad just been improvised, and there endea- 
vor, with the others, to mould it into constitutional 
shape. 
The Parliamentary members discharged 


this duty, addressing themselves to the Executive. 
Mr Jules Pavre replied to them, saying that the

AHiiSEMEIiTS THIS EVESIHS. 


The Impending Slece of Paris—Will the 


WOT be Fuelled to the Bitter EUttf 
The news from Europe which we publish 


this morning, though not Indicating very 
Clearly or definitely the course which events 
there are about to take, still contains elements 
of a very important character. The Prussian 
army is marching npon Farts, and nothing 
appears to be done, either through military or 
diplomatic means, to check the advance. The 
authorities of Paris are, on their part, prepar- 
ing to oppose a determined resistance to the 
enemy. General Trochu appears to be the 
leader on whom the hopes of the country rest, 
and he has already had some difficulty with 
the newly constituted authorities, bat for so far 
has been able to carrf bis point. General 
Yinoy's corps of thirty thousand men fat 
reported to have escaped the Prussians and 
reached Paris in safety. Strasbourg and Metz 
still hold out against the Prussians, but the 
usual predictions of their immediate surrender 
are indulged in. 


So much for the military side of the ques- 


tion. As to the diplomatic side there is even 
still less to be said. If Jules Favre, the Presi- 
dent of the new provisional government, has 
sought an interview with the King of Prussia, 
as was announced yesterday, we have not, 
at the present moment, any information as to 
what took place. We are informed, however, 
in our London special despatches, that the 
English government, in conjunction with 
other neutral Powers, is about to make 
an earnest appeal to Prussia to conclude 
peace on the basis of the following proposi- 
tions :— 


1.—French territory to be held Inviolate. 
2.—France to pay to Germany tne expenses of the 
war. 


3.—A general disarmament of France. 
4—Tne destruction ot all tne forts In Alsace and 
Lorraine. 


Our correspondent intimates that these terms 
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are acceptable to the French republic; but no 
such opinion can be predicated of the King of 
Prussia and his great councillor, Count Bis- 
marck. Oa the contrary, we are informed that 
Prussia repels the idea of intervention on the 
part of outside Powers, and will be satisfied 
with nothing less than the annexation of the 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. 
She pro- 


poses, evidently, to dictate her own terms afte 
she has gained possession of the capital, and is 
not inclined to listen to any overtures of peace 
and reconciliation nntil Paris is in her hands. 
But if we are to place reliance in the judgment 
and skill of General Trochu. that event is not so 
close at hand; for he asserts confidently that 
Paris is safe. Meantime the recognition of the 
provisional republican government of France 
by our own government is about to be made, 
President Grant having already, as we are 
informed, issued an order to that effect, and 
having gone on to Washington last night to 
forward immediate official 
action on the 


subject. 


These are all the important elements of the 


news received up to a late hour last night. We 
pass over without comment the unfavorable 
opinion volunteered by the Duke de Grammont, 
now a refugee in London, as to the new pro- 
visional government of France, and the medley 
of statements telegraphed from Paris on the 
same subject. Enough to say that the repub- 
lic has been proclaimed in France, that that 
proclamation has been solemnly and seriously 
endorsed by the whole French people, and that 
a republican form of government there is now 
an accomplished fact. 


The great question of the hour is, will the 


King of Prussia Accept propositions of peace 
on behalf of the French republic, or will he 
persist in his resolution of marching upon and 
investing Paris and subjecting that splendid 
capital to all the horrors of a siege ? We think 
that, for tbe sake of the peace of Europe, he 
ought to ba satisfied with the wonderful suc- 
cess he has already obtained, and ought to 
accept the offer for disbanding the French 
army—which is tae best guarantee of peace 
that can be given—and withdraw his victorious 
armies from the sofl of France. History would 
accord to him and his people more glory for 
that generons and magnanimous policy than 
even for the marvellous military skill by 
which their campaign was conducted. 


But if the King of Prussia should refuse to 


listen to peace overtures and insist on dictat- 
ing terms from the Tuileriea he may find that 
the war has only really begun, and that his 
own crown and dynasty, as well as those of 
all the potentates of Europe, are endangered 
by its continuance. The French people are 
not going to let their capital fall into the hands 
of the enemy without the most desperate 
efforts to save it. Paris is prepared to stand 


j a siege. Her fortifications are strong enough 


of popular government on which our own 
greatness has been built up. 


And we may say, in this connection, that 


President Grant could not perform an act that 
would be more agreeable to the whole Ameri- 
can people or more opportune than the issuing 
of the order to which we hare referred, 
instructing Minister Washburne to recognize 
officially the provisional republican govern- 
ment of France. That is due to the past and 
to the present. 


The fact is that King William and Count 


Bismarck have done more for republicanism 
than all the ranting fanatics like Koseuth, 
Garibaldi, Mazzini and Victor Hugo could 
ever achieve. They have relieved the French 
people from the Incubus of the Bonaparte 
dynasty, which might otherwise have weighed 
them down and stifled their aspirations for 
republican 
institutions 
indefinitely. 
The 


Prussians have, therefore, in that sense been 
the benefactors of France, as weB as of the 
other nations which, following the example, 
may overthrow royal dynasties and substitute 
for them the great principle of popular govern- 
ment. Better far for the King of Prussia and 
all other advocates of the divine right of 
kings if the old and feeble Emperor of tbe 
French had been allowed to continue his rule 
over France and to die in the imperial purple; 
for, after all, Napoleon was the friend of peace 
and order, and his famous declaration after 
the coup ffetae of December 2, 1851, that the 
empire was peace—'yjfrnpire c'est lapaix"— 
was meant to be sincere. The same desire to 
prevent a needless sacrifice of life governed 
him in determining on the surrender at Sedan. 
But thus it is that Providence, in the accom- 
plishment of great results, often makes use of 
means apparently the most opposite and impro- 
bable; and if the issue of the present war is to 
be the establishment of the French republic, 
to be followed in time by the creation of the 
United States of Europe, the world will be in- 
debted for the blessing to tte two greatest 
enemies of republicanism—the Emperor of 
the French and the King of Prussia. 


T&e War SUnation-The Advance on Paris. 


The despatches this morning announce the 


continued advance of the victorious Prussians 
on Paris and the hurried preparations for de- 
fence within the fortifications of the city. The 
Germans advance by forced marches, evi- 
dently in tent on attacking while the new gov- 
ernment is in the confusion of organization. 
Inside the city, however, the new government 
appears to have more method and more hearty 
support than the old. While there may have 
been

Three 


heavy columns of Germans comprise the 
advance—one on the Oise, one on the Marne 
and the other on the Aube. The centre is at 
Epernay, the right centre at Soiasons, the 
right at some point on the Oise south of St. 
Quentin, and the left is at some point on the 
Auba. 
These columns when deployed in 


front of the city will probably extend from the 
Seine on the north to the Marne on the south- 
east, where they will confront tbe heavy 
works of Aubervilliers, Do Noissy, De Eoeny 
and De Nogent, immense detached fortresses 
which they will have to take before they 
can come within range of the inner works. 
With the French enthusiasm excited by the 
declaration of a republic, a resolute and deter- 
mined defence will be made in these fortresses 
and in the inner lines, and Von Moltke and the 
Crown Prince will find more difficult work 
than they encountered at Sedan. The defence 
of Strasbourg, a city almost foreign to France, 
may serve as a fair criterion of what the de- 
fence of the capital will be. But it is to be 
hoped yet, tlie Napoleonic dynasty being 
overthrown, that the Prussian king will recog- 
nize the fact that the enemy that he came to 
fignt exists no longer, and that sweet peace 
will hover over the whole face of France before 
liie disastrous siege commences. 


Recognition of the French ItcpubUo by 


General Grant. 


President Grant sent an order from Lang 


Branch to the State Department in Washing- 
ton yesterday to recognize the new French re- 
public. That the order might be promptly 
carried out he proceeded to Washington hint- 
self in the evening. We may expect that our 
Minister in Paris will, therefore, be instructed 
to recognize at once the republio which the 
will of the French people has raised npon the 
ruins of the Bonaparte dynasty. This action 
Of Genera^ Grant wjU be popular with all 
classes, and only confirms the idea that he has 
been watching the progress of events In 
Europe with calmness and deliberation. 
The 


recognition of the republican government in 
Franca may give a new complexion to the war 
if it should ba continued. 


In the present state of Europe the French 


republic is more than all else to Americans. 
Our people gave their cheers to the Germans 
in so far as they were right—in BO far as they 
were striking against a tyranny. They ex- 
tended an overflowing sympathy to the Ger- 
mans here in their rejoicings over the vic- 
tories of toe armies of the Fatherland, 
because all felt that these victories of an 
honest, earnest, liberty-loving people tended 
to cast down a throne that was founded in 
oppression; to destroy a government that had 
repressed the liberty of Europe, retarded the 
progress of all the peoples within the sphere 
of its influence and utterly demoralized France. 
To throw down such a throne was to propa- 
gate American ideas. Moreover, our people 


a^ special quarrel with this last ruler of 


France, and saw his trouble with a satisfaction 
hat remembered his Mexican enterprise—his 
mpudent attempt to take advantage of what 
ie supposed to be our ruin. For all these 
easons the vast majority of Americans bnr- 


jrith^ our German citizens over all the 


victories of the German princes. 


Bnt Americans also have their natural ten- 


derness for France, and they distinguish, 
between Franca and the empire "Wy^cTearly. 
For the empire they had no good will; for 
France herself, above all for a French republic, 
they can have no sentiment but that of 
generous enthusiasm. This French republic 
is before us. So far as the war against Louis 
Napoleon went American sentiment and Ger- 
man were one. Beyond that they part com- 
pany. We can have no sympathy with a Ger- 
man monarchy warring against a French 
republic. Our German fellow citizens, if they 
were truly in heart and soul citizens of this 
republic, would to-day feel themselves nearer 
to that republio in Paris than to the semi-des- 
potic Power that is in the field against it, and 
to escape from which Power many of them 
first came to this country. 


The American people will certainly approve 


the aclion of the President. The American 
republic should have been the first to extend 
a Hand of friendly recognition to a sister re- 
public just claiming its rights and awaiting 
the sympathy of all nations friendly to liberty 
and popular government.

The Republican Stnto Convention-Nomina- 
tion of General Woodford for Governor. 


The assembling of this body at Saratoga 


yesterday was an event whicb created a good 
deal of excitement. A vast crowd of out- 
siders, fi-om all parts of the State, somewhat 
embarrassed the delegates in obtaining seats. 
The proceedings were organized, however, 
very peacefully, by the election of George W. 
CurtisB, of Richmond county, us temporary 
chairman. Curtiss being a good talker and 
bookmaker, of course made a neatly prepared 
speech, claiming for the republican party all 
the virtues which adorn humanity, and refer- 
ring to the democrats as a party guilty of "the 
blackest crimes," and so forth. The organiza- 
tion of the Convention was completed by the 
election of General Van Wyck as permanent 
chairman.

Eugonlo-The Empire and the 


Republic. 


The Empress Eng<5nie, but yesterday the 


most brilliant, the most powerful, the most 
envied and apparently the happiest woman in 
all Christendom—"the glass of fashion and 
the mould of form"—tbe Empress of modern 
society and the chosen goddess of the gay 
world in both hemispheres, is to-day crownless 
and houseless—a fugitive and an exile in a 
foreign land. Her departure from the Tuile- 
ries and from France was a flight as from the 
wild popular vengeance of another Reign of 
Terror, and doubtless in crossing the Belgian 
frontier she thought less of her imperial splen- 
dors swept away than of her personal safety 
secured. She was In no danger; she might 
have retired with deliberation aad dignity; 
but In the midst of that fearful commotion in 
Paris how was she to know it? Twenty-two 
years before King Louis Philippe fled as pre- 
cipitately in his pea jacket from tbe ominous 
tamult of a French revolution, because he knew 
not that the horrible ferocities of the first 
French revolutionary convulsion had passed 
away—that the masses of the French people, 
through that hideous carnival of crime, had 
risen from the revenges of barbarism to the 
responsibilities of civilization. 


Yet is hard to believa that Euge*aie was not 


in some degree prepared for this sudden col- 
lapse of the Napoleonic empire and dynasty. 
She has been too active and too ambitions as 
a politician in the affairs of the empire, and 
too familiar with the reasons of Napoleon for 
every scheme of his, in his internal policy and 
in diplomacy or war, not to know the dangers 
that encompassed him. Yet shs was, doubt- 
less, deceived by tha delus'ons of the ple- 
biscite, and satisfied that, from the glory of 
this war with Prussia, the empire would be 
Becured for her son, as its absolute despotism 
had been secured for her husband, by the will 
of the French people. How could she believe 
that the French people, ia ratifying tne~emplre 
°.Ye? "2^ 2PI ,again, had spoken under the 
pressure of an imperial army, and that with 
this army removed they would speafc_for them- 
selves without the warning of a single day ? 


It is all over now, and, in tae light of the 


restored republic, it is only a matter of amaze- 
ment that the shadowy empire of Louis Na- 
poleon survived so long. For eighteen years, 
with the skill of a conjurer in his domestic 
and foreign policy, he had managed to divert 
the public mind of France from the outrages 
of his usurpation to the glorifes and prosperity 
of his government at home and abroad. But 
all this time, as we can now see, the French 
people have only submitted to the empire as a 
choice of evils, and that they have been im- 
patiently awaiting their opportunity to replace 
the republic-^which he (Napoleon) betrayed 
and set aside, but which he had failed to ex- 
tinguish. 


It may be that in the glitter and splendors 


of her imperial court, and with emperors, 
kings and queens dancing attendance upon 
her, Euge'nie really believed the republic 
dead, the Bourbons a mere tradition, and the 
empire needing only the glory of the rectifica- 
tion of the Rhine frontier to make its trans- 
mission to her son a scene of popular acclama- 
tion. But "how are the mighty fallen and the 
weapons of war perished!" We can hardly 
realize tho stupendous events of the last six 
weeks, or that, among them, the Emperor 
Napoleon is a prisoner, his Prince Imperial a 
wandering exiio and his Empress a fugitive 
from a back door of the Tuileries, with only a 
single attendant, and anxious only to escape 
with her life from the surging revolution 
around her.

Can it ba true that this 
weeping exile on the Belgian frontier, plead- 
ing for information of her unhappy husband 
and her poor sick boy, ia the same person as 
that glorious Empress who in the grand East- 
e*a spectacle of the opening of the Suez Canal 
eclipsed in her radiant beauty the charms of 
the gorgeous Cleopatra in all her glory! Yes • 
the glorious Empress whose presence in her 
imperial travels inspired the admiration and 
wonder of Europe, Asia and Africa, and the 
melancholy wanderer in search of the sick boy 
and his father, are one and the same person. 
It Is only a change In the character she is 
called to play; and such are tho ups and 
downs of crowns and dynasties; and so it has 
been from the beginning, and will be to the 
end. 


But the ferocious barbarism which paraded 


the beautiful Queen Zeaobia In chains through 
the streets of Rome, which brought the head 
of the beauteous Queen of Scots to taa block, 
and the fair, accomplished and courageous 
Marie Antoinette to the guillotine, we" may j 
hope has ceased to be, or wHl no more be 
permitted in popular or royal revenges upon 
defeated kings and queens.

Queen Isabella was driven from Spain, a 
short time ago, and a provisional government 
was formed in Madrid, our authorities at 
Washington hastened to recognize the new 
Spanish government. The right of Prim and 
Serrano to constitute a new form of govern* 
meat was not. disputed. If anybody had 
said 
that 
this 
action 
on 
onr part 


was premature at that moment he would 
have been considered rash. Bnt onr govern- 
ment admitted the change of power at onea 
from the Queen to the people. So also in 
1848, when the French republic of Lamartine, 
Ledrn Rollin, Victor Hugo, Louis Blanc and 
O'Dillon Barrot and the others who formed th< 
first provisional government, was proclaimed, 
the United States eagerly recognized the new 
democratic creation among the list of nations. 
With these precedents before us why should 
the government of the United States hesitate 
io acknowledge the existence of the republio 
in France to-day, which the Corps Legislatif 
ias proclaimed in Paris, with the consent of 
;he people, and which has baca accepted in all 
ihe leading cities throughout France with per- 
fect accord, which ia a substantial ratification 
of the revolution?

with the result of a popular revolution, calmly 
and seriously accomplished, without shedding 


drop of blood—without the necessity of a 


jolitical arrest--a'most without the aid of a 
loliceman—under circumstances, too, of ex- 
asperation with the Bonaparte dynasty and 
he defeat of tuesr jjna.3, which might natu?"

The complete collapse of the French empire, 


contrary to all expectations, has opened up an 
opportunity to the wandering republicans of 
Europe, who, strange to say, aro all or almost 
all southerners.

injustice when we say that the republicanism 
of Europe is by very general consent asso- 
ciated with regions south of the Rhine. We 
do not despair of the North. Germany must 
begin to feel that royal figureheads are 
unnecessary. A grand German confederation 
on a republican basis is already more than a 
dream. And why should a German republio 
not embrace Denmark and Sweden andf 
Norway ? 


At the same time it ia not to be denied that 


the republican question In Europe ig moro 
southern than northern. 
Italy and Spain 


more than Germany caught tbe contagion 
at the commencement of this century. But 
for the first Bonaparte Italy and Spain as well 
as France would have been and might have 
remained republics. We all know how on 
every occasion that France has given signs of 
republican life the neighboring peninsulas 
have more or less heartily responded. The 
strange thing is, that whUe both Italy and 
Spain have ever canctht from France the re- 
publican contagion, Franco has always killed 
her own offspring. The year 1848 bade fat- 
to give us republics in Spain, in Italy, Ju 
Portugal, In Germany. Tho advent of Louis 
Napoleon to power did moro than all other 
causes combined to make the republican effort 
of 1848 a failure. 


Bonapartisin is, for tho present, dead. 


France, for the present, is republican. 
If 


France can make peace with King William 
we know no reason why the French republio 
should not be a success. If the French repub- 
lic makes at all a fair show, why should not 
Spain make an end of Prim and all his miser- 
able temporizing? And why should not Mazzini 
and Garibaldi carry out their purpose in Italy?1 


A French republic, a Spanish republic, a Por- 
tuguese republic, an Italian republic, do not 
any longer seem impossibilities. 


A universal republic, a genuine European

Unusual excitement prevails at present in this 


city. It' is tne old story of Mormon rule versus Gen- 
tile Innovation and Gentile innovation versus Mor- 
mon rule. There is an "Irrepressible conflict" be- 
tween the two styles of civilization. The Mormons 
maintain au anomalous social system and a rigid 
theocratic rule which serves the selfish purpose of 
Hie few and causes misery to the many. Tbe Gen- 
tiles are opposed to a social system which theylooc 
upon as nothing less than woman degradation in 
the name of heaven, and to a political system whicn 
they claim to be subversive to the genius of Ameri- 
can freedom, rhere is a natural antagonism be- 
tween these opposite elements, and either side la 
ever ready to make the moat of any circumstance 
that would answer as a pretext to "pitch, into" the 
other party. 


Tiie Mormons boast that this Is the most orderly 


cliy of its size in the United States. They assureyou 
In their sermons and in private conversation that 
while nmrders, robberies a>ia outrages of varlons 
kmfla occur elsewhere, persons and property are 
safe here among the saints. Boasting is a feature of 
;&e JHormon faitb. The leading sslnts consider that 
"humility is aswmdle" and believe in "the virtue of 
assumption." If other people do not praise them 
.hey never fail to praise themselves. In the last ser- 
mon that Bngham Tonng preached in the tabernacle 
he spoke In a very interesting manner of the supe- 
'lorlty of tae Mormons and their institution ana the 
idimraMe order of tLeir city. While Salt Lake is, 
generally speaking, a (roles rural city, recent occur- 
ienc«s have shown that persons and property are 
not sa'e witaln the walls of this New Jerusalem, and 
that tiie tiumpet of Zion has been sounded far too 
loadly. It was on the very night before the prophet 
pictured ffie admirable order that "reigns In "War- 
saw" that the Infamous outrage was perpetrated 
on Mr. and Jirs Stenhon=e. They are apostate Mor- 
mons. Four of the "bretkern," as their leader 
called them, fltfy masfied, waylaid them at night and 
coveiei! them with filth. Mr. Stenhouse was once a 
nrominent eider m the OitUoJox Church, a zealous 
missionary and aa ardent editorial defender of the 
faiti, but he has committed the unpardonable Bin of 
doubling BilKham Toung's infallibility and of think- 
ing and acting for himself. Mrs Stenaouse Is one 
of the most estimable ladies In Salt LaKe City, Is of 
course natuially opposed to ro'ygamy and has a 
thorough contempt for tha "tomfoolery" nndei the 
name of religion t'aat is ciacteeJ lu the Church, and 
of which she has seen so much.

Openins Ceremonies \Ttslcrdny— Speech by Or. 


Lorlns—A Grand Display Anticipated. 


The thirty-ninth annual exhibition of the Ameil- 


can Institute was opened yesterday, atT the Empire 
Rink, Third-avenue and Slxty-tntrd street Tliere 
was but a moderate attendance of visitors, and pub- 
lic interest in the proceedings seemed to be very 
mildly enthusiastic. 


After a few remarts from Mr. Horace Greeley, Dr. 


torlng, the orator of the day, addressed such of tlie 
visitors as chose to assemble in front of the plat- 
form. His address was extremely lencsny, but was 
listened to with apparent attsnt on, thonga it rarely 
elicited applause. After a few introductory sen- 
tences, he illustrated the present advanced state

FIKANCES OF FLORIDA. 


A correspondent in Florida seuas us the following 


biief fCsumo of financial matters In that State:— 


At the close of tiie war the State of Florida had 
afloat about $2,000,003 railroad bonds, of wn>ch she 
had guaranteed the interest Nearly all these tavo 
been laledinancl cancelled, and the* Legislature 
hasatUhoiizedanissueof bonds, to be secured by 
iirst moilgaee bonds oi the railioatl, to the amount 
ofjjltouo per mile foi each mile of constructed 
roa3 fioiu.Jacksonville to Pensacola, 374 mileg, and 
from Gainsviile to Tatnpa Bay, 160 miles. Trfo hun- 
dred and twenty-three miles of the load from Jack- 
sonville, west, is in running order, and 83,000,000 In 
S'ate bo'KH has been exchanged. As the road is 
exit-tilled thecomnauyis entitled, for each section 
ol twenty miles completed, to receive State bonds 
to tne amount of $10,000 per milo In exchange for 
Its Oral mortgage bonds. The time for completion 
ol tlio road is limited to five yeais, and the entire 
amount of bonds auiuon/ea would be about 
$S,W)0,000. The State is authoriz-ed to enter upon 
and sell the roads upon failure of tlie companies for 
any one year to pay the interest on the bonds.

The Germans for live 
weeks have conquered the best armies of Bur'ope In 
every battle fought, and have destroyed the best 
armies of Louis Sapoleon. Tins ivas anticipated by 
every student or History.

So soon 
as it became evident that Soutn- 
prn Germany would take up aims In aid of 
Prussia against its traditional and hereditary enemy, 
so soon It became manirest that Pi uj>sU would tri- 
umph. As In my practice and studies fliavc found 
that great physicians have made a specialty of par- 
ticular orders of disease, sol havelejinedtliatall 
history has shown a tendency m the Geimamc races 
to destroy thrones and empires. History repeats 
itseif, aud this fact holds good from tue days when 
much marched against Rome to our day, when 
William inarches against the Nero of France and 
the p.tifol imitator of his uncle, whom Victor Hu"O 
ca.ls "Napoleon the Little."

It woulu be no easy task to break the French 
empire had it not been rotten to tue core

was rotten, for the reason that libertj was unknown 
to France. 


Germany I my country, my own Fatherland I I 
implore yon to take warning by tnis sad ending of 
the vaunted glory of France. Keep open the doors 
of your new empire that tue air, yes, the wildest 
storm ol freedom, 01 free speech, of a Iree press may 
keep the dry rot away from the root and foundation 
of your poptilax national life. 


Fellow citizens) I ask you to give your voice for 
three things-— 


first—To express your admiration and thanks 
foi the heroism of that admirable army of your 
countrymen. (Loua and continued cheers ) 


Sfcona—That Germany shall not be overcome by 
the glory of victory to fall at the leet of imperial 
power at home, but, with the same heroism that 
guarded its national life, to fight for their own 
political rights and self-government when occasion 
shall require. (Received with applause.) 
OTurft—l< ranee has poor schools, eipeoiallv In the 
provinces aud among the poor. They do not know 
where their own boundaries are, and we have seut 
tuem, fiom the free schools or Germany, 800,000 
schoolmasters to learn them this lesson. It is said 
that two centuries ago France stole from Germanv 
two or her flnest provinces. It would now be well 
for the sharp-witted schoolmasters now m the coun- 
try of Charlemagne to search for them, and, with 
the aid of the King and his constable, as well as the 
sagacious Bismarck, it snould be an easy task to 
discover and bring them back. 


The above was glvon in oerman, alter which tho 
Doctor spoke m English as follows;— 


Ameiicansslionid not be jealous ofthe enthusiasm 
and lore of Germans for their Faderland. To them 
it a full of holy traditions, and they Hud beside the 
Klnne a Washington and a Lincoln-.
